Letter from Overseas 


The following Letter was receiv- 
ed by Mrs. J. Brown of Gem from 
her daughter, Mrs. J. Dunlavey, 
formerly of Duchess, now serving 
with the Red Cross in England. ‘The 
letter is of considerable interest and 
district readers, 


; London, ‘June 20 
Dear Mother and Dad: 

I can start out with good news; 
the boys are safe at Aldershot 
again. They were telling me abouf 
being all loaded, lorries and every- 
thing and then getting “the order 
to come back”. They said they 
were so mad because they were 
anxious to get a pop at Hitler. 

You will be hearing a lot on the 
radio about the threatened itva- 
sion of England but don’t you worry 
they will get a hot reception if 
they land. We are all ready and 
those tanks won't do them much 
good in England, and we have oa 
wonderful defence system, there is 
an air raid shelter right where I 
am staying and I have my gas 
mask handy all the time, and ttere 
are lectures and air raid practices 
every night, so if you do as you 
are told you are really quite safe, 
so don't worry about me being in 
Yondoti as we are really better 
protected here than anywhere else. 

Thanks a lot for the papers. It 
is nice to read news of people you 
know. 

I was reading in the Bassano Re- 
corder that your local Red Cross 
was asking for more women to 
help with the work: You might 
tell Floyd that as an Albértan 
working in the Canadian Red Cross 
Headquarters in London, I can 
truthfully say they are doing a 
wonderful work. Here is one little 
instance of the work they do, One 
morning at 10 o'clock we got word 
that 100 Canadian Volunteers had 
arrived back from Norway and of 
course had lost their kits and 
everything. By 12 o'clock we had 
sent out 100 Red Cross bags con- 
taining soap, towel, shaving equip- 
ment, smokes, chocolates, writing 
paper, envelopes and socks. Then 
again as soon as a Canadian {s in 
Hospital someone is sent to visit 
him and take his local Canadian 
papers and other comforts to him, 
and as soon as he is able to be up, 
someone goes with a car and takes 
him around. All these are volun- 
tary workers, several like myself, 
working full time, so it is up to the 
women back home to keep us sup- 
plied with the articles necessary 
for the comfort of our boys. Luck- 
ily they haven't been in the thick 
of things yet, but we must be ready 
for these emergencies where they 
do go into battle and it would be 
nice to know that the women at 
home are doing their share. Well 
I am running out of paper so good 
night, with lots of love to you all,

The First Heliograph 


AN MAY FLATTER himself he was the first inventor of the 
M first inventor of the heliograph for. flash communication—buyt 

he is wrong. The prong-horned antelope has been using 
this form of signalling for perhaps thousands of generations before it 
was dreamed of by mankind. You have only to visit Nemiskam 
National Park, in southern Alberta, where more than 70 of these beau- 
tiful but timid creatures are enjoying sanctuary, to realize what an 
effective danger signal nature has provided for them. 

The heliograph consists of white rump-patches composed of 
hair graded from short in the centre to long at the outside edges. 
Under the skin of each patch is a circular muscle by means of which 
the hair can in a moment be raised and spread rapidly into two great, 
blooming chrysanthemums more or less flattened at the centres. In 
the bright sunlight these patches flash far across the open prairie, 
giving the alarm signal to other members of the herd and warning them 
of the presence of an intruder. At once the whole herd speeds across 
the prairie, and with this good start, few, if any, enemies can overtake 
them. 

Undoubtedly this method of communication has been of great 
service to the species, for the natural range of the prong-horned antelope 
is usually the open prairie where there is little or no cover. About 
1914 the rapid decline in the numbers of the antelope in Canada was 
brought to the attention of the Dominion Government and the necess- 
ary steps for their protection were taken. 

Previous attempts to breed the antelope in captivity had met 
with little success owing to the effects of the chock of capture, and it 
was believed that only in a large area where they are unaware of their 
confinement would the antelope survive in numbers, The original 
herd at Nemiskam Park, which numbered 42 head , was secured 
through the simple method of building a strong wire fence around them 
with the minimum of disturbance. There are still a number of ent- 
elope outside the enclosure contemplating with natural curiosity their 
more fortunate brethern within the park. Sometimes, by met':ods 
that any stockman will readily understand, the Warden, by the adjust- 
ment of fences, is:able to grant sdmission to many of these applicants 
for sanctuary. ; 

To the antelope’s innate curiosity may. be ascribed his greatest 
danger of destruction. At the first. sight of an enemy he bounds away 
at the speed of a race-horse, but unless pursued he is apt to turn back 
and investigate the cause of his flight. If the enemy is armed with a 
rifle and is a good shot, the fate of the luckless antelope is sealed 
the moment he comes within range, All sorts of ruses were resorted 
to in olden days in order to “‘toll” the victim within striking distance. 
Sometimes waving a read handkerchie’ hed this effect, or even lying 
on one’s back and kicking one’s legs in the air. The antelope, not 
accuston ed to such peculiar behaviour, came back for a closer look, 
thinking perhaps that his eyes may hace deceived him, but alas, it 
usually proved another case of one last luok. 

Besides being equipped with nature's heliograph, the antelope 
has another claim to scientific distinction. 11: is the sole member of a 
special family found nowhere else in the world, Like the cattle tribe, 
it has hollow horns, but unlike them, it sheds the outside sheath every 
year in the same manner in which the monse and jeer shed their 
antlers, _ With the latter, however, the. whole horn is dropped, while 
in the case of the antelope the outer sheath only is shed. The inner 
core, situated directly over the eye, remains and gives rise to a new 
horn which is pronged ,hence the name “prong-horn,”
